NEW YORK (AP) - U.S. ex- 


porters—and expecially Ameri- 
can farmers— have a big stake 
in the new farm policy ham- 
mered out by the six European 
Common Market nations. And 
the stake is how much will the 
price and subsidy pact cut into 
the sizable market American 
farm products now enjoy in the 
West European bloc. 


Products ranging all the way 


from meat to canned fruit juices 
from the United States are in- 
volved. 


The six European nations are 


a big and growing market for 
food. There are some 180 million 
consumers in France, West Ger- 
many, 
Italy, the Netherlands, 


Belgium and Luxembourg. The 
booming 
prosperity 
of these 


Common Market nations in re- 
cent years has raised personal 
incomes and consumption and 
upgraded tastes for new and 
imported foods. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture says that last year U.S. 
exports of farm products to the 
six nations came to $1.5 billion. 
It may well be running ahead of 
that rate this year. 


What worries American farm-

kee. 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The 


black-robed justices of the Wis- 
consin Supreme Court promised 
their decision today on base- 
ball's appeal of its far-reaching 
antitrust conviction. 


The ruling, scheduled for 10 , 


a.m., EDT, was expected to 
trigger 
legal 
reverberations 


down to the very roots of the 
game. 


At stake is baseball's 44-year- 


old immunity from enforcement 
of antitrust laws. At issue is 
whether a state court may sit in 
judgment of a sport that crosses 
state lines. 


The National League and its 


10 teams were convicted on the 
third day of the 1966 season of 
violating Wisconsin's antitrust 
law by moving the Braves to 
Atlanta and refusing to give 
Milwaukee . a replacement club.

must return the Braves in mid-
